OKIO, March 23.—It Is report: 

ed here today that yesterday a 

squadron of fourteen Japanese 
warships again attacked the forts at 
Port Arthur, the first bombardment 
being done at a distance of seven 
kilometres off shore, with very suc- 
cessful results. 

The Russian fire was without any 
effect at this distance. The Japanese 
ships moved into closer range, finally 
placing themselves at five kilometres 
distance. The fire at this range is 
said to have been exceedingly de- 
structive to the forts, damaging all of 
them very severely, demolishing the 
great electric searchlight plant and 
blowing up a large powder magazine. 
The latter, it is expected, will be a se- 
vere blow to the Russians, apart from 
the direct damage it must have done, 
as the supply of ammunition at Port 
Arthur has been reported as running

ALL RELIGIONS 
FOR JAPANESE 


Christian, Shinto and Budd- 
hist Chaplains Are With 
the Troops. 


Minneapolis, March 23.—Three kinds of 
religious comfort are being supplfed by 
the Japanese army by the Japanese gov- 
ermument, according to a letter written 
by L. H. Roote to a local clergyman. 
Christianity, Shigntoism and Buddhism are 
being placed on an equal footing. Mr. 
Roote says: 

“‘In Kobe today we saw Rev. Mr. Haya- 
hawa, one of our Japanese clergymen, 
and he told us the government is said 
to have appointed a Christian chaplain 
for each division of the army, as !t pro- 
ceeds to the front, thus placing Chris- 
tianity on an equal fgeting with Shin- 
toism, the religion of the government it- 
; Self, and with Buddhism, each of which 
has a chaplain in each division of the 
army. ~~. 

“We also heard that the war min- 
ister, although a Christian, has made a 
ruling that every war correspondent with 
the army must have a Asian interpreter 
f unless the correspondent himself speaks 
the language well. 

“The reason for this ruling is that In 
|the war with China it was only the 
Christian interpreter who proved reliable 
and a creditable representative of his 
country. 


FALL OF COMBES 
DRAWING NEAR 


French Premier Will Be Un- 
able To Weather the 
Storm. 


Paris, March 23.—The belief steadily 
grows that the Combes ministry may not 
be able to weather the recent minor re- 
verses and it is even said in high quarters 
that a culmination of the crisis is likely 
to come next Friday, with the retirement 
cf Marine Minister Pelletin and probably 
all the members of the present ministry. 
The committee having in charge tie 
inquiry into the status of the navy is 
expected to make its report Friday and 
this probably will arouse a heated con- 
troversy and bring on a decisive issue as 
to the strength of M. Pelletin and the 
ministry as 2 whole. 

It is understood no final decision will be 
taken pending the determination of this 
issue on Friday, or soon thereafter, but It 
is the belief of those having the best 
means of obtaining information that Pres- 
ident Loubet will invite either M. Mille- 
rand or M. Qoumer to form a new minis- 
try in the event of the fall of the old cab- 
inet. M. Doumer has taken little active 
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PREMIER COMBPES. 
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part in politics lately, having recently re- 
turned from Indo-China, where he was 
governor general, but it is understood he 
is highly regarded by M. Loubet. 

The belief continues that M. Delcasse 
will retain the portfolio of foreign affairs 
if the ministry is reconstituted, but the 
wrole question of a change of personne! is 
still problematical, owing to the narrow- 
ness of the government majority and the 
uncertainty regarding the action of par- 
lliament. 


Complicated Suit in Girard. 

Columbus, Ga., March 23.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. A. Doles, of Girard, was the winner 
in rather an unusual and complicated 
case tried yesterday in the circuit court 
of Russell county, Alabama, at Seale. 
The case appeared on the docket as a 
$500 damage suit of J. P. Tharp v. O. 
M. Wiggins. 

It seems that J. A. Brown leased a 
piece of property from Mrs. Doles for 
five years. After he planted his crop 
he became dissatisfied with the place and 
sold his crop to Mr. Anthony. He then 
surrendered the place to Mrs. Doles. Mr. 
Anthony employed O. M. Wiggins to 
gather the crop. Before the crop was 
all gathered Mr. Wiggins rented the place 
from Mrs. Doles. Mr. Wiggins then placed 
a tenant named Cadenhead on the place 
and proceeded with a new crop. Mrs. 
Doles had failed to secure possession of 
the lease papers she had given Mr. Brown 
for five years. In the meantime, Mr. 
Brown sold the lease paper to J. P. Tharp 
for $7.50. Mr. Cadenhead, the tenant, 
being in possession of the place Mr. Tharp 
sued Mr. Wiggins for $500 damages. Mrs. 
Doles then became involved in the suit, 
being the owner of the property. The 
jury’s verdict was in favor of Mrs. Doles. 


Clay County Merchant Bankrupt. 

Columbus, Ga., March 23.—(Spectal.)— 
John E. Mansfield, a merchant of Bluft- 
ton, in Clay county, Georgia, today filed 
a petition in bankruptcy in the United 
States court in this city. His liabilities 
are $28,884.67, and his assets are $24,850. 
Of his debts, $15,857.67 are unsecured. 
He asks for a $1,600 exemption. The 
amount involved in this case is the larg- 
est of any bankruptcy case filed here in 
some time. 


Battle Home Badly Damaged. 

Columbus, Ga., March 23.—(Specfal.)— 
The residence of Hon. Charlton E. Bat- 
tle, one of the prettiest homes in the 
city, was badly damaged by fire at 4 
o’clock this morning. The fire originated 
in the back part of the house and got 
inte the roof very quickly. The building 
was nearly destroyed. The furniture is 
a practical loss. The residence was in- 
sured for $3,000 and the furniture for 


$1,500. The insurance does not cover 


the loss. 


FEARED BY CAR 


Stories of Internal Troubles in 
Russia Are Denied, 


It Is Said That the Statement That 
Entire Empire Will Be De- 
clared in a State of Siege 
Is Absolutely 
False. 


St. Petersburg, March 23.—The reports 
printed in Burope and the United States 
to the effect that a state of siege, such 
as has been proclayned in §iberia and in 
Saratoff province, southeastern Russia 
(through which the Siberian road runs), 
will be extended to the whole of Puro- 
pean Russia, is officialy declared to be 


absolutely false. No such measure has 
even been contemplated, it being consid- 
ered unnecessary. 

The authorities express the greatest 
satisfaction with the internal situation 
of the empire. The hearty patriotic re- 
sponse which the war with Japan has 
met with in all parts of Russia has pro- 
foundly impressed the authorities, 

All the reports received by the minister 
of the interior indicates that the critics 
of the government, instead of profiting 
by the war, have been almost completely 
disarmed. 

The attempt at anti-government demon- 
strations in Kieff and Odessa, according 
to these reports, found the temper of the 
peopie violently opposed to them. With- 
in the past fortnight only a single incit- 
dent occurred which could be construed 
as an evidence of disaffection. This was 
the throwing of a bomb at a chapel in 
the Vilna (the capital of tne Lithunian 
government, in western Russia), a few 
days ago, and up to date the author and 
the purpose of the outrage have not been, 
discovered, 


BAYONETS USED 
TO AID MINERS 


Colorado Governor Fills Las 
Animas County With 
Soldiers, 


Denver, Colo., March 23.—About 400 
members of the Nationa] Guard of Col- 
Orado reached Trinidad today and were 
distributed among the various camps in 
Las Animas county, in which Governor 
Peabody has declared to be in a state of 
insurrection. The governor has instruct- 
ed Major Hill, in command of the force, 
to use such means as he may deem prope 
to restore peace and good order. 

The coal, miners of the Trinidad dis- 
trict have been on strike for severa 
months, claiming they suffer abuses in 
the weighing of coal, the company store 
and other matters. 

Trinidad, Colo., March 23.—A _ special 
train bearing 380 members of the Na- 
tiona] Guard arrived here today. The 
coming of the troops caused absolutely 
no excitement. Camp was esfablished in 
this city and detachments were sent 
out to various coal camps to relieve the 
mine guards employed by the coal com- 
panies who have been drawing $5 a 
day each. 

Immediately upon arrival, Major Hill 
read his first general order, placing the 
entire county under martia] law, order- 
ing all saloons, dance halls and other re- 
sorts of a questionable nature to close 
at 9 p. m. daily. All citizens haing fire- 
arms in their possession are required 
to register them immediately with the 
military authorities and the sale of fire- 
arms and ammunition in the county is 
absolutely forbidden, 

The mine owners have insisted for 
months past that they could not get men 
to operate their properties because non- 
union men were afraid to go to work 
unless afforded military protection. Sher- 
iff Clark finally was induced to join 
the request for troops on the ground 
that he could no longer control the 
situation. 

Good order prevails throughout 
county so far as reported. 


ALL THE BLAME 
PUT ON RUSSIA 


Premier Katsura Tells Japa- 
nese Diet the War Was 
Unavoidable, 


the 


Tokio, March 23.—The specia] session of 
the diet today entered upon the business 
for which it was called. Premier 
Katsura and Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Komura addressed the house. The Pre- 
mier said the diet had been summoned 
at-an unparalleled moment in the annals 
of the country. He counted it a great 
honor to share with the members of the 
diet the duty of upholding the noble policy 
of the emperor. The maintenance of the 
permanent peace of the Orient by the 
consideration of the position of the em- 
porer and by promoting friendly relations 
with the great powers Trespecting the 
legitimate rights of the powers, he said, 
was the established policy of Japan. 
Continuing fe said: 

“Russia not only failed to meet the 
Japanese proposals, but definitely resort- 
ed to actions calculated to injure the na- 
tional rights of Japan. Japan was com- 
pelled in self-defense to terminate ne- 
gotiations, and take independent action.’’ 

He was confident the world would rec- 
ognize the justice and patience uniformly 
exercised by Japan in carrying forwara 
the negotiations. He was anxiously de- 
sirous for peace, mindful of the woeful 
consequences which war brings to man- 
kind. | 

Minister Komura then placed before the 
house the full text of the diplomatic cor- 
respondence with Russia commencing 
with the opening of negotiations in July 
last, and ending with instructions to 
Minister Kurine to withdraw from §t. 
Petersburg.

JAPANESE ARE PREPARING 
, TO INVADE MANCHURIA. 

Nagaski, March 23.—I am permitted by 
the censorship ‘to state the Japanese war 
office has now completed all details for 
the movement of the main columns for 
the invasion of Manchuria, A great force 
has been massed, it is said, for an ad- 
vance upon Harbin, starting from the 
mouth of the Tumen river below Possiet 
bay. Heavy columns are also cuncen- 
trated north of Ping Yang for an offensive 
movement against the line of the Yalu 
river. The foremost Japanese force in 
northern Korea occupies @ front ‘rom 
Anju toward Miokionsan some fifty :riles 
south of the Yalu. Russian reinforce- 
ments are believed to be constantly arriv- 
ing at Harbin. Some 5,000 men are deliv- 
ered daily by Siberian railway. 


Florida Collegians Seek School. - 
Tiallahassee, Fla., March 23.—(Special.)— 
Letters are being received daily by the 
president of the college, Professor A. A. 
Murphree, Chairman of the committee of 
selection for the Khodes’ scholarship tor 
Florida, announcing that the writers will 
take the examination tor the scholarship 
when it is held. The examination wiil 
probably take place in Tallahassee on the 
i3th of April. Papers will be prepared in 
Oxford and sent to President Murphree, 
who will conduct the examination. After 
the examination the papers will be re- 
turned ‘to the Oxford authorities and 
graded. The scholar from Florida wiil 
be chosen from among those wno pass 
the examination. The Florida state col- 
lege will have two contestants, the uni- 
versity of Florida one, the vohn B. Stet- 
son university, one and four or five will 
compete from the state at large. 


Delay Over Oratorical Contest. 


Tallahassee, Fla., March 23.—(Special.) 
Several weeks ago the Florida state col- 
lege received 2 challenge from the student 
body of the John B. Stetson university of 
Deland for a joint debate to take place 
about the first of May. The Platonic and 
Gordon Societies cf the state college im- 
mediately held a meeting and accepted the 
challenge, appointing C. W. Peters and 
G. B. Davis as debaters. Since that time, 
however, it has been absolutely impossible 
to hear anything from Stetson. In the 
last letter written a few days ago, the 
Florida state college stated that unless 
some immediate action be taken by the 
university it would claim the debate by 
default. The Florida state college won the 
only other intercollegiate debate ever held 
in Florida. The University of Florida was 
the other contestant.

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TURKS, SURROUNI 
HOST OF REBELS 


Troops of the Sultan Ask for 
Reinforcements = 


Twelve Battalions of the Turkish 
Army Surround 10,000 Alban- 
ians, But Are Unable to 
~ Force Them to Sur- 

render. 


Salonica, March 23.—Twelve battalions 
of Turkish troops commanded by Suakir 
Pasha, have surrounded 10,000 Alt.arians 
at Rabatepe. Shakir Pasha has asked ‘for 
reinforcements. Ten additional hattalions 
will be sent to him. Pending their arrival 
Shakir Pasha is negotiating with the Al- 
banians. 

London, March 23.—The announcement 
from Salonica March 3 that the Albanian 
revolt had been suppressed was, it ap- 
pears, somewhat premature. tt origt- 
nated from Turkish sources, where {it 
was believed that the acceptance of the 
offer of exemption from the. cattle tax at 
Ipek. Albania, would satisfv the Aj!l- 
hanians. New evidences of a determined 
revolutionary movement were renorted 
from Mitrovitza March 4 and March 9, 
and it was announced at Constantinople 
that the Albanians had increased their 
demands, refusing to recognize the 
form scheme of the powers and demand- 
ing the withdrawal of the new taxes, the 
abolition of the new civil tribunals, ex- 
emption from military service outside of 
their own province, and the pardon of 
Hassan Rey, the revolutionist, who was 
excluded in 1963. 

Since then Shakir Pasha, with a large 
force, has been parleving with the revo- 
lutionists. under instructions from. the 
Porte. Which {fs desirous of settling the 
Albania movement, so as to avoid com- 
plications while negotiating with Bulgaria 
and in face of the continued troubles in 
Macedonia. The dilatory tactics of Shakir 
Pasha are reported to have emboldened 
the Albanian revolutionists, which, ac- 
cording to the meager information con- 
tained in the dispatches, received since 
March 9, have been massing at various 
points, and it would appear from the 
Salonica dispatch recéived here, which 
was the first report of any considerable 
assembling of the insurrectionists that 
Shakir Pasha is still continuing the ne- 
gotiations looking to a settlement and 
that the dispatch of reinforcements may 
be intended as a demonstration in force 
with the object to secure a final accept- 
ance of his terms. 


ROAD NOT CLEAR 
TO YOUNG CRAFT 


Former Governor McSwee- 
ney Says Race Will Be 
Warm. 


re. 


Augusta, Ga, March 23.—(Specfal.)— 
Ex-Governor M. B. McSweeney, of 
South Carolina, passed through Augusta 
today, en route to Columbia, to attend 
a meeting of the state democratic exec- 
utive committee, of which he is a 


member. 

The meeting is called to fixe the dates 
of the party primaries for the congres- 
sional vacancy in the second South Car- 
olina district, caused by the death of 
Congressman George W. Croft. 

Governor McSweeney says there is 
nothing in the report that all other as- 
pirants for the place will withdraw, and 
leave the office to Theodore Croft, son 
of the dead congres@man. While the 
sentiment is a pretty one, men have 
their political ambitions, and the right 
to avail themselves of opportunities to 
further them, and there are already 
several men in. thé race and several more 
who will probably enter. 

‘‘r have had several friends to urge me 
to enter the race, and promise me their 
support, and to express the opinion 
that I can be elected if I run, but I am 
out of politics, and have no desire to 
get back in. I was never defeated for 
any office in South Carolina, and when 
I left the governor’s office I did so with 
the determination to devote my energies 
to my private affairs. There is no 
money in officeholding, and a man loses 
valuable years in which he could be ma- 
terially building up his business and ac- 
cumulating a competence.” 

“You spoke of others entering 
race?” 

“yes; I hear that ex-Congressman W. 
J. Tolbert, who was in the race for gov- 
ernor last time, and ex-Congressman 
William liliott, who was a candidate for 
the United States senate in the last pri- 
maries, are goim& to run, and L. J. 
Wiiliams, S. G. Mayfield, J. O. Fatter- 
son and Theodore Croft are already in 
the field.’’ 

Tne governor has fixed May !7 as 
the date of the election to fill the vacan- 
ey, and the executive committee will fix 
the primaries for certain dates in April. 
There is likely to be a good string of 
candidates and it may take two prima- 
ries to settle the nominee.

~ TO CURE DREAD CANCER 


te gl March 23.—The radium 
9 treatment for cancer has been en- 

tirely abandoned at the Cancer hos- 
pital. It was never viewed with much 
hope there and a few days ago the last 
‘unsuccessful experiment with it took 
Place. According to The Daily Mai] the 
trials were made at the end with a case 
containing five grains covered only with 
mica sheat’ng, propably the largest mor- 
sel in any hospital in Europe and the ef- 


fect was always the same, though it 
might vary in a degree. The surface of 
the kin became inflamed, a blister formed 
and dried up but that was all. Sixteen 
cases have been under treatment, the 
longest period of a single application 
having been three hours and the longest 
total time of application having about 25 
hours, and the only favorable result has 
been an occasional cessation of pain. On 
the other hand several patients have com- 
plained of an increase of pain.

The court room in the police station 
was crowded vesterday afternoon with 
witnesses who wished to testify and spec- 
tators who were anxious to be present 
when justice was meeted out to the man 
who established a very unpleasant prece- 
dent for the annals of Peachtree street 
Tuesday by beating his wife while both 
were driving in a closed carriage Tues- 
day afternoon. 

Tee Jordan, who appeared as attorney 
for the defendant, stated that McDon- 
ough was ready to plead guilty to the 
charge of drunk and disorderly, and it 
was evident that he wished to have the 
ease dropped with the sentence, 

‘Your honor,’’ interrupted Officer 
Charles Martin, “I don’t want to see the 
case dropped. Witnesses have been sum- 
moned and I know there are many people, 
among them the best in the city, who 
would like to See this charge carried to 
a higher court and the man severely pun- 
ished. The people on Peachtree street 
were greatly incensed and any number 
of ladies would be glad to come down 
and testify, I am sure.”’ 

Recorder Broyles said that he wanted 
to hear about the matter and every one 
would be heard. 

Harry Woods, a colored man, who 
drove the carriage, was the first wit- 
ness called. Te testified that ‘the man 
wanted a drink and told him to drive 
back to town. He followed these in- 
structions and after leaving Fourteenth 
street he heard sOme kinéd of an alterca- 
tion going on. The woman then €alled 
to him to stop the carriage and he? 
her. He then hurried up in the hopes 
of seeing a policeman, as he could not 
leave his horse. He was later stopped 
by a number of men who took the matter 
into their own hands. 

Cashier Manley, of the Farmers and 
Traders’ bank, was fhe next witness. He 
said that when he arrived he saw that 
there were imprints of the man’s treat- 
ment on the face of the woman, who was 
erying and begged for protection. There 
were any number of persons Who Were 
very anxious to lend their. services in 
the lady’s cause, but as soon as they 
caught hold of the man the wife begged 
them not to hurt him. Finally the mat- 
ter was compromised Dy his getting in 
the carriage along with another man and 
riding to tse @*“mont hotel. Both @en- 
tlemen saw to !t that there was no fur- 
ther attempt at Striking or choking the 
woman. The lady had asked for protec- 
tion from the gentleman—here Mr. Man- 
ley corrected himself and substituted 
the word man—and they had afforded her 
the protection she asked for. She was 
crying all the way to the hotel.

G. W. Wyneburne, who wore on his 
breast the Dit of bronze that tells of sax 
rificg for the lost cause, was the ‘next 
called upon. 

fie said: “I was riding home to sup- 
per when we passed a carriage in which 
a man was riding with a lady.

Then Officer Martin took the stand and 
said that when he was making the ar- 
rest McDonough threatened to kill him, 
and said he would do so if he had a gun. 
The officer said that he did not doubt 
it, as a man who would strike a woman 
would do almost anything. “I told him 
he was nothing short of a brute at the 
time, and T repeat it now. When I went 
to his room his wife was on the bed 
ervine.’’ 

“Did you not use violent and vitupera- 
tive ianguage?’’ asked Attorney Jordan. 

“I did not,’ replied the officer, ‘“‘there 
was a lady present.” 

Mrs. McDonough, the victim, said she 
wanted to say a word. A perfect type 
of blonde, demurely dressed in a fetch- 
ing gown, with a light coat of black silk, 
she made a distinct sensation. Tall‘far 
bevond the usual height, broad of shoul- 
ders and with blue eves that were again 
and again suffused w,th tears of humilia- 

tion and love for her husband, Mrs. 
McDonough !ooked as though she might 
have just stepped from one of Charles 
Dana Gibson's collection of pfctures.

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The Northern Securities’ Decision. 

A Nebraska newspaper, The Inde 
pendent, maintaing that the conflict 
between Mr Roosevelt and the trusts 
is nothing more than a sham battle, 
a sort of spectacular demonstration 
for campaign purposes. After refer- 
ring to a number of tusts that are 
still in good running order, wing to 
the fact that no obstructions have 
been thrown across their path by the 
administration, in spite of its strenu- 
ous ideals, the Nebraska paper de- 
clares that the prosecution of the 
Northern Securities Company was not 
brought about by theinfluence of the 
administration, or of anybody con- 
nected with it, but was due to a pri- 
vate quarrel between two rival trust- 
builders; and the prediction is made 
that in spite of the supreme court’s 
decision, the thing—meaning the 
Northern Securities Company—will 
remain as it now is. , 

Indeed, this seems to be the gen- 
eral impression, and the poor down- 
trodden administration is not getting 
much comfort from those who have 
a clear knowledge of the inside facts. 
This belief of the Nebraska paper, 
if not shared by The New York Eve- 
ning Post, at least, has the sympathy 
of that journal, for ifs own comments 
on the decision of the supreme court 
are by no means as enthusiastic as 
one would expect to find in a republi- 
can journal groping about in the dark 
for some excuse for supporting a re- 
publican president. The opinion of 
The Post is that the decision is sim- 
ply a compromise. The culprit was 
fined, as. in a police court, but the 
law itself receives no new interpre- 
tation, such as might he expected 
from so august a tribunal. 

Looking back over recent decisions, 
The Post finds nothing but confusion 
as between the rigid literal construc- 
tion of the income tax, and the blow- 
ing hot and cold on the proper inter 
pretation of the interstate commerce 
power. In the nature of things, it 
was not to be expected that the Ne- 
braska editor should go to the trouble 
of analyzing the general bearings of 
the recent decisions on constitutional 
law, but, in spife of this, he man- 
ages to bring himself, by a prediction 
roughly made, well within the circle 
of The Post’s sympathy. 

It is observed that the decision, 
instead of having a paralyzing ef- 
fect on the shares of the illegal Se- 
curities Company, hag samehow been 
the means of enhancing their value. 
How and why such things can be is 
not for us to say; we can only chroni- 
cle the fact. 


Dalton’s Federal Building. 

Among the most active, enterpris- 
ing, up-to-date and progressive of the 
towns of Georgia, not one has a bet- 
ter record than Dalton. 

At the present time the people of 
that wide-awake community are en- 
gaged in an effort to secure a federal 
building for Dalton, and, after the 
fashion of all towns which know how 
to unite for the public good, they 
are going after their new building in 
a way which nct only deserves, but 
which can but guarantee, success. 

The North Georgia Citizen, in com- 
menting upen the report of Hon. Sam 
T. Maddox, who has just returned 
from Washington, says that the plans 
of the building have already been 
made by the government architects, 
and it feels sure that the construc- 
tion of the building will soon be au- 
thorized.

.the procurement of public buildings, and 


we cannot hope to secure ours any other 
way. The day is past when the govern- 
ment hands out these things on a platter. 
The competition is too keen, and the 
city on the ground with its appeals and 
reasons is the one that will get the per- 
simmon, no matter how deserving some 
others may tbe. We must work for it— 
ery for it if necessary—and keep it up 
until we get it. 

Our contemporary is right. What is 
worth having is worth fighting for, 
and the more earnest the effort the 
most certain the result. 

Atlanta is very much in the same 
position as Dalton as regards a feder- 
al building, and it was by the zeal- 
ous effort of this communty, backed 
by the urgent necessity for a new 
building, that an appropriation was 
secured from the last congress to buy 
a square in the heart of Atlanta on 
which to erect the new government 
building. 

The senate has already passed Sen- 
ator Clay's bill appropriating $1.- 
000,000 for the construction of the 
Atlanta building, and there seems to 
be no doubt that the appropriation 
will be made by this congress. Per- 
haps, no Wction will be taken at this 
session, as it is understood that all 
federal building appropriations are to 
be held over for the consideration of 
the winter session, but in due time 
both Atlanta and Dalton will get 
their new buildings.

The Position of Cotton. 

The recent failure of the firm which 
has been engaged in supporting the 
prices of cotton demonstrates two 
facts which should not be lost sight of 
by those who are interested. One of 
these facts 1s that it is dangerous for 
any man, or any number of men, to 
engage in an effort to corner a staple 
product, unless there is an unlimited 
supply of money at hand; and even 
then there is danger that some: sud- 
den and inexplicable turn may take 
place in the speculative market. The 
second fact that has been demonstrat: 
ed is that the world at large is con- 
vinced thatthe statistical position of 
cotton is just as strong now as when 
the speculators forced the price be 
yond 17 cents. 

As to the first fact, we have no 
idea that it will have any influence 
whatever on speculation. The appe- 
tite for taking risks was never 1 
than now, when the whole country 
seems to be in a prosperous coNdition, 
and when men who feel tempted to in- 
dulge themselves think they can af- 
ford the money necessary. It is to be 
observed that the bull operator was 
perfectly safe as long as he confined 
himself to actual cotton. He made 
great profits as the result of his knowl- 
edge that the demand was as large or 
larger than the supply, but the mo- 
ment he began to indulge in specula- 
tion—the moment he began to buy 
cotton that had no existence—he fell 
into one of the many thousand snares’ 
that the speculators are all the time 
setting for one another. 

According to all accounts, he is not 
much hurt, and it is to be hoped that 
he will soon be on his feet again. He 
has merely learned the lesson that all 
speculators have to learn sooner or 
later, only in his case he was strong- 
ly supported by the position of the act- 
ual staple. The market for spot cot- 
ton favored him, and he Las been able 
to save a great deal of money that 
would otherwise have been swept out 
of his pockets. The moralist need not 
protest against the conditions that 
make such speculation take the shape 
of ‘business. These conditions are a 
part of the phenomena of our age and 
time, and the wrecks they scatter about 
constitute all the sermon that is nec- 
essary. 

The second fact to which we have 
referred is the strong position of act- 
ual cotton on the market. The de- 
mand is larger than the supply, which 
bids fair to be exhausted long before 
the new crop, which it not yet planted, 
becomes available for the use of spin- 
ners. It is for this reason that so few 
echoes have been heard from the fail- 
ure of the most notable firm in the 
trade. There was not even a sympa- 
thetic decline in fhe stock market, 
which seems to be sensitive to every 
wind that blows. 

It is obvious that the spinners have 
at least recovered from the pessimistic 
views they held when cotton began to 
tend upward. As-.we say in Georgia, 
they “holla’d befor’ they were hurt.” 
They have sold no goods at an actual 
loss, and at the very worst, only their 
reserve fund will feel the result of 
better prices for cotton, and that only 
temporarily.

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The Need of Rural Free Delivery. 

After quoting a recent Constitution 
editorial in advocacy of a liberal ru- 
ral free delivery policy and the pro- 
gressive extension of the system, The 
Vienna News, a representative Geor- 
gia weekly, comments: 

The News heartily indorses the above 
article from The Constitution. If the 
government will pay more attention to 
the needs and conveniences of the farm- 
ers. instead of appropriating millions 
upon millions to enlarge and: increase 
the navy every year, the country Would 
be in much better condition. The ex- 
tension of rural ffee delfvery mail routes 
is on@ of the best. things that can be done 
por the farmers of the country. 

This is the unanimous sentiment 
of the county papers of the south, 
and certainly they are in a position to 
judge the efficiency of rural free de- 
livery, coming, as they do, in daily 
contact with the farmers, and using, 
to a large extent, the rural delivery 
in circulating their papers. The sys- 
tem, so far as tried in Georgia, has 
proven a decided success, and - the 
only regret is that there are so few 
rural free delivery routes in the 
state. 

The very fact that politics plays so 
large a part in conferring the boon of 
rural routes upon congressional dis- 
tricts in certain favored states as 
party patronage is evidence enough 
that the system is a substantial ben- 
efit to any rural community. The 
government never adopted a plan of 
public service more popular and 
more serviceable to the masses of the 
country. 

The south is sorely in need of an 
extension of this beneficent postal 
service in every congressional dis- 
trict. This section presents a pecu- 
liar rural situation by reason of the 
unusual isolation of farm homes and 
the large negro population. More ru- 
ral delivery routes would mean more 
contentment on our farms, more se- 
curity, and more populous rural set- 
tlements When we have them we 
shall not hear so much about the 
desertion of the farm for the town 
by the farmer’s sons The drawbacks 
of country life are largely those of 
communication. Rural free delivery 
is the pioneer of good roads and the 
rural telephone. When the southern 
farmer can get in close touch with 
the outer world by means of these 
modern conveniences and improve- 
ments, he will become better satis- 
fied with his lot, a new ambition will 
take possession of him, his land will 
enhance rapidly in value, and his 
prosperity will increase. 

The Constitution is always glad to 
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excellent a system of governmental 
service as rural] free delivery. It has 
come to stay, and the efforts of the 
people’s representatives in congress 
should be untiring and persistent in 
its extension and perfection. The 
United States should not be content to 
rest short of anything less complete 
than the similar service afforded the 
rural inhabitants of England by the 
British government. 
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The Salad Garden. 

We have so far civilized ourselves 
away from old things and old cus 
toms, from the old meaning of words, 
and the old wisdom that was ground- 
ed on the prophets, that we have be- 
come a new people in many disa- 
greeable and disastrous ways. We 
dare not regret the fact too loudly 
for fear of offending some of the 
more fastidious; but it has been 
brought home to us by some remarks 
from a writer who lives in the dreary 
winter latitudes to the north of us. 
Sighing for some tokens of a spring 
that will not reach him until the spar- 
rows have hatched four broods, he 
is led to speak of the salad days that 
are supposed to be at hand. The 
phrase being an ancient one, he be- 
comes reminiscent, as is natural with 
one who gets his memories from tre 
books, and declares that the salad is 
a homely dish. 

From this, it is but the span of a 
leaf of sparrow-grass to the _ state- 
ment that the ancients employed sal- 
ad as a dressing. Ferhaps, they did, 
and, perhaps, not, but the salad that 
belongs to old times was not a dress- 
ing, any more than the various sauces 
employed to give piquancy to the 
herbs served at table were salads. 
The phrase, “a salad garden,” still 
holds good, and we have among us 
to this day many who make no bones 
of asking if they can gather a mess 
of salad for dinner; and they would 
feel hurt, and righfly so, if one or 
all of the various concoctions that are 
now called salads should be dishea 
out to them. 

It is a red-letter day with all right- 
minded people when they can boast 
of gathering from their own gardens 
the first salad of spring; and some 
will go so far as to search the woods 
for lambs’ quarter and _ dandelion 
tops, and they will be glad to secure 
the first fresh leaves of poke, which 
is highly commended by country peo- 
ple as a mild laxative, and, therefore, 
the very vegetable with which to be- 
gin the season. As to that, the same 
may be said of all garden salad. But 
tender poke leaves have a most de- 
licious flavor, and make a highly es- 
teemed substitute for the later prod- 
ucts of the garden. In their place 
and season, spinach is not a more del- 
icate or a more toothsome salad than 
the first tender leaves of the poke- 
bush. Moreover, the berries of the 
bush are goo for birds, and afford 
a most excellent substitute for war- 
paint when the youngsters are play- 
ing Indian; and there is a tradition 
among these same youngsters that 
the juice of poke-berries is poisonous, 
which may well be true, since their 
taste is not calculated to appeal to 
the palate; yet it is well known that 
among the simples that fear the pat- 
ent rights of nature, poke root stands 
high. 

What is now called salad has a very 
warm place in the estimation of the 
various women’s clubs, where they 
play various games, such as whist, 
hearts, flinch, trail and pit, or where 
they bruise their finger-nails thump- 
ing at crokinole. When a member 
of a club, returning from the foray. 
and, perhaps, bearing the consolation 
prize, asked what the club had 
for refreshments, the reply, almost 
invariably, is, “Oh, some _ kind of 
| salad; I don’t know. what it was.” 
_But you may be sure there was no 
salad in sight. In fact, real salad is 
going out of fashion, except among 
those who persist fn retaining the 
tastes a@nd habits of their youth.

PLAN OF JUVENILE COURT 
FULLY EXPLAINED HERE 


EV. CRAWFORD JACKSON, who 
R is One of the leaders in the move- 
ment for the establishment of a 
juvenile court in Atlanta and who has 
been one of the hardest workers for the 
present ordinance, has made reply to the 
®peech of Martin Amorous, of the ninth 
ward, 
Mr. Jackson's reply is made in order to 
correct a wrong impression which seems 


| to be prevelent in reference to the re- 


Sults that would be accomplished by the 
juvenile court. Mr. Amorous, according 
to those who favor the court, is laboring 
under great misapprehension, and is 
basing his opposition to the court upon 
grounds that do not exist. 
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Mr. Jackson's statement is as follows: 
Jackson’s Reply. 

“Having been appointed chairman of the 
permanent committee on legislation for 
the movement that seelts the reformation 
of our delinquent and wagward -boys, I 
Cannot escape the responsibility, if J 
would, of endeavoring to clear away the 
little cloud of opposition which has arisen 
over Our reformatory sky. Besides my 
deep interest in the work forbids my si- 
lence. My reply to Mr. Amorous shall 
be brief and respectful. 

“Indeed, ] wish to say if Brother Amor- 
ous wants help to get rid of the imagina- 
tive thing which he claims s0me of the 
friends of the movement desire, all he 
has to do is to call on us. In other words, 


I for one wil] be glad to join him in an- | 


tagonism to the great big and indefinable 
something which I] didn’t know existed 
in anybody's mind till I heard the speech 
of Mr. Amorous. About all that is nec- 
essary, however, ig ito blow at the cloud 
referred to, and it is done. 

“The ordinance which was~adopted at 
the last session of the council has been 
published, and that itself together with 
the comments, ought ‘to be sufficient to 
show_how far Mr. Amorous is wide of the 
mark. 

“But inasmuch as there has been so 
much made of the difference between the 
ordinance as adopted and what the out- 
side friends of the measure advocated, we 
will give to the public the paper adopted 
by some of the best lawyers in Atlanta— 
one of them, Judge W. R. Hammond, 
capable of filling a place in the highest 
judiciary of our nation—also adopted by 
business men, a committee of ladies from 
the city federation and some ministers. 

“Tt can be seen that there is some dif- 
ference in the two papers, but that dif- 
ference is not radical. The two docu- 
ments point to the same practical and 
Wise end. And it might be stated that 
the sensible members of that ordinance 
committee, as several of them told me, 
would have gone further, complying a 
little more fully with the requests of the 
paper given here, if they had thought tthe 
council) and the people of Atlanta were 
ready for It. 

‘But some of us happen to know, from 
the unanimous action of€ three different 
mass meetings, the last being the largest 
and most enthusiastic, of all, and from 
talking with literally hundreds of people 
privately, that the people do waht the 
probation system given a fair chance, and 
its removal] altogether from the criminal 
atmosphere of the police barracks, which 
is no place for a ttender child or a gen- 
tle, refined’ woman, except some one who 
feels she must go there ‘to help rescue 
some boy being ruined under our present 
system. 

“If the opponents of this righteous 
mcvement had spent as much time, money 
and effort in seeking to save the boys 
row being criminalized as some others, or 
if they really understood what we are 
after, then—being honest men as TI believe 
them to be—they would be on our side, 
heartily helping a growing movement, 
which is saving, wherever tried, so many 
boys for usefulness in both church and 
state. 

The Committee’s Suggestion. 

‘But here is the paper referred to, and 
if it is carefully studied and compared 
to the ordinance adopted it will be seen 
that the difference is not great, but that 
difference is vital, so we think, to the 
best interests of the children in question: 

“<*Tos the Members’ of the Ordinance 
Committee. Gentlemen: Having been re- 
quested by your chairman, Mr. Hynds, to 
present in writing to your committee what

able features of a juvenile court for At- 
lanta, I beg the privilege of making some 
suggestions, born. both of experience for 
two years in trying to reach in this city 
the class in question, and also of a care- 
ul and recent study of such reformatory 
ions in other cities.

Tragic Fate of the Outing 
Man in Labrador 
Wilds. 


Wiltamstown, Mass., March 23.—The 
reports of the death of Leonidas Hub- 
bard, Jr., assistant editor of Outing 
magazine, while on an explorng expedi- 
tion in Labrador, were confirmed today 
by a letter received by relatives of A.

TELLS OF PLAN 


Prosecution in Farley Ring- 
ing Case Springs New 
Evidence, 
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Detroit, Mich., March 23.—In today’s

Privately republican leaders are express- 
ing the wish that Judge Swayne had 
never been heard of,

FATHER AVENGES. 
HIRL'S DISGRACE 


Hancock Shot Hall Without 
Speaking a Word, 


Arkansas Town Scene of Tragic 
Finale to Ruin of Young Wom- 
an by Husband of Her 
Aunt — Hancock Gave 
Himself Up. 


Batesville, Ark., March 23.—S. M. Hall, 
a well known merchant of Austin, this 
State, was shot and killed here tonight 
at 8 o’clock by H. C. Hancock, of this 
place. Hall was shot three times. 

The tragedy is the seque! to the elope- 


Hall recently returned to Arkansas and 
Stated that he proposed to try to live 
down the past and resume business at 
Austin. Miss Hancock had been brought 


ito her home here by her father. Hall ar- 
|'rived in 


Batesville this afternoon. 

Hancock learned that Hail was 
oOurt 
8 o'clock tomght. There re 
no words between the men. Hancock im- 
mediately pulled a revolver and began 
firing at Hall. He ‘fired probably four or 
five snots, three taking effect in vital 
parts of the body, any one of which was 
sufficient to cause death. Hull! fel] after 
the first shot, dying almost instantly. Af- 
ter the shooting Hancock surrendered to 
the sheriff and was placed in jail. 

Much excitement foilowed thc tragic 
occurrence: Hancock made no formal 
statement of his reasons for killing Hall 
beyond the simple remark that Hall had 
led his daughter away. 

Miss Hancock is a niece of Hall's wife. 
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“Everybody knows that discipline, which 
means absolute obedience to orders, is the 
first principle on which the organization 
of an army is based,” said one of the of- 
ficers of the department of the gulf yes- 
terterday, ‘“‘but few people know SKow 
many offenses enumerated in the article 
of war carry the death penalty for their 
commission. In time of peace it is not cus- 
tomary to inflict this extreme penalty up- 
on offenders unless in very flagrant cases, 
but it is always in the power of the court 
martial to so decree should they deem it 
necessary.”’

That the north and south should 
be united for convenience in distributing 
the burdens of war, yet not alike enti- 
tled to the administration of the public 
services is inconceivable. Some of our 
greatest presidents were southern demo- 
crats and your statesmen are ‘available’ 
for the white house now. The south will 
come into her own whenever she decides 
to ‘raise a senseless embargo.’ ”’

Washington, March 23,—In the case of 
the chamber of commerce of Chatta- 
nooga against the Southern and other 
involving alleged discrimina- 
tions against Chattanooga and in favor 
of Nashville on traffic from eastern cities, 
the interstate commerce commission t0- 
day announced its decision in favor of 
the railroads. The commission decided 
that the traffic from New York and 
other eastern points is carried to Niash- 
ville and Chattanooga under substantial- 
ly different conditions; that the higher 
rate to Chattanooga is not unlawful nor 
anreasonable, and cannot be condemned 
merely because a lower rate is granted 


to Nashville. 


The Ocean Steamship Company and 
the Central railroad may appoint George 
Ford, of Atlanta, to the position of city 
ticket and passenger agent of bgth lines 
at Savannah in the near future, Mr. 
Ford has been residing in Atlanta for 
some littl time, but he was formerly 
connected with the office of General Pas- 
senger Agent J. C. Haile, at Savannah. 
He is said to be well qualified for tne 
place, which is mentioned in the dispatch 
printed below: 

Savannah, Ga., March 23.—(Special.)— 
The position of city ticket and passenger 
agent of the Ocean’ Steamship Company 
and Central railway may go to George 
Ford, now of Atlanta, but formerly of 
this city. Mr. Ford, when here, was 
connected with the office of J. C. Haile, 
general passenger agent of the road, 


The interstate commerce commission 
has rendered a decision that indicates 
that that tribunal will hereafter decline 
to interfere In fhe matter of the railroads 
pooling their transcontinental immigrant 
traMte. In fact, the commission asserts 
that the arrangements adopted by the 
carriers in connéction with the immigra- 
tion authorities of the United States for 
handling immigrant business have really 
promoted the protection and bettered the 
treatment and comfort of this class of 
travel. = 

The roads are greatly pleased at this 
decision of the commission, as they claim 
it is a recognition by the federal au- 
thorities that pooling is not only not in- 
jurious to the pubfic, but really bene- 
flicial In its results. For some time past 
the railroads engaged in the transporta- 
tion of immigrants from the Atlantic sea- 
board ports ‘to the west have been di- 
viding this traffic between them in agreed 
proportions based upon the proportion 
of the domestic passenger traffic done by 
each line, with domestic published rates 
in effect, or, to put it plainly, they have 
been pooling the business. 


One of the grounds upon which the 
commission bases its decision not to in- 
terfere with this arrangement its that the 
result does not discriminate agairist: in- 
dividuals, classes or localities, and there- 
fore the commission states that it does 
not feel justified at this time in passing 
an order on the subject. This is consid- 
ered by the railroad men as the begin- 
ning of a more liberal] interpretation of 
the article in the act to regulate com- 
merce which prohibits al] pooling of bus- 
iness between competing lines.

For many years it has been the custom 
to allow ,these valuable adjuncts to the 
staff of a road to have almost unlimited 
expense accounts and the feats of some 
of the old-timers in separating their 
companies from wads of revenue are 
still spoken of in gatherings of the fra- 
ternity. 

It used to be thought that a trayeling 
passenger agent must, as a matter of 
business, corral any stray parties of 
tourists and line them up in some expen- 
sive cafe, treat them to gJegant wine 
BRuppers and generally employ all the 
persuasive powers of money in the pur- 
chase of their good will in order to in- 
duce them to travel via his particular 
route. There has been more than one 
occasion “where the passenger agent iIn- 
vested more than the road received in 
return for the price of tickets, but the 
roads stood for it and considered it a 
part of the game. 

On some lines circulars have heen {s- 
sued, directing the passenger agents to 
cut out the wine supper and ofher such 
methods of obtaining business and to get 
it on strictly business lines or not at all. 
This makes it come harder on the agents, 
at least until all roads adopt the same 
tactics. The traveling public has about

The Republican Platform. 

The report of the committee on platform 
was lengthy, but dealt principally with 
generalities The ‘‘time honored principles 
of the republican party’ were reaffirmed 
and the country was congratulated o 
the condition of “our island possessions,” 
the discharge of obligations to Cuba,, 
the ‘consumation of the canal treaty, 
peace with other nations, and the “‘im- 
proved condition of labor.”’ 

The present administration was indors- 
ed and a personal eulogy paid to Theo- 


dore Roosevelt. 

The courts who have convicted par- 
ties of peonage were congTatulated, ‘‘be- 
cause that crime aims at the weak and 


lowly.” 
The platform declared for respect for 


the law and a fair trial in the courts 
for all offemders. Mob violence was 


“deprecated.” 
The report of this committee closed 


with resolutions eulogizing the late Sen- 
ator Hanna and W. H. Pledger. 

After the report of the committee on 
latform had been read and adopted, 
Deveaux said: 

“Tf no delegate has any motion to 
offer, I’m going to make a motion that 
this convention adjourn.” 

There were cries of ‘*There’s a commit- 
tee out!"” ‘‘The committee on state tick- 
et has not reported.” 

The motion was put, however, and the 
convention adjourned. 

“The commitee can report to the chair- 
man,’’ said Deveaux, afterwards. 

The Opening Wrangle. 

The state republican convention was 
called to order shortly after’ noon yes- 
terday by Sergeant Biily Turner, of the 
Atlanta police force. At least, Sergeant 

irner was the first to bring about any 
semblance of order in the hall. He heid 
it only for a minute. 

“T have been requested to clear 
hall,’’ said Sergeant Turner, and he haré- 
ly had an opporeunity to conclude his 
address amid the stOrm of protest. But 
he managed to say: ‘‘All who are entitled 
to admission as delegates will be given 
tickets.”’ 

Then several of the Atlanta delegates 
wanted to speak at once. 

“We are here as culy elected delegates 
to this convention,” shouted Anthony 
Graves, colored, ‘‘and with all due respect

leave this hall unless you put us out by 
force.”’ 

“By whose authority do you come to 
clear the hall?” asked several delegates 
in chorus. 

“By Mr. Johnson's,” said Deputy Mar- 
shal White, of the southern district, re- 
ferring to Marshal Walter H, Johnson, of 
the northern district. 

Then a negro lawyer of Atianta named 
Malone explained that the same thing was 
attempted some years ago when Chief 
Ccnnally was in office, ‘‘but Chief Con- 
nally,” he said, ‘promptly withdrew his 
men, and refused to let them interfere 
with our convention.” : 

Graves suggested ‘that a committee on 
credentials should decide who were en- 
titled to seats on the floor. 

H. L. Johnson, of Atlanta, called upon 
Sergeant Turner to witness that he had 
always stood for law and Order in At- 
lanta, then proceeded to elucidate mat- 
ters. 

“This is a polltical convention in which 
there are various contests,” he_ said. 
One side has made out tickets for the pur- 
pose of seating their friends, and if the 
police authorities enforce this frule, it 
will amount to the police of Atlanta pass- 
ing upon our credentials. I am sure the 
police do not want to take that step. 
Chief Connally, in his day, said it was a 
political matter and he was not going to 
pass on the qualifications of those who 
had come to attend the convention.” 

Johnson said those present would be 
law-cbiding and preserve order and he 
would give hig guarantee for every one 
of them. 

“All richt,’” said Sergeant Turner, at 
this point, ‘‘why don't you let everybody 
come in, appotnt your cOmmittee on cre- 
dentials and then put out everybody who 
is not entitled to be here?’’ 

Sergeant Turner emphasized his sug- 
gestion with his cane, which he wielded 
as a gavel during the time he presided. 

The suggestion was considered a good 
one—by one faction, that following H. L. 
Johnson. The other crowd insisted on the 
ticket-of-admission plan. 

W. H. Stiles, of Liberty, addressed the 
chair. “That's only one side of it, Ser- 
geant Turner,’ he said. ‘‘They can't ap- 
point a committee on credentials until 
the convention {fs crganized.”’ 

This ended the discussion for a while, 
at least, but Chairman Sergeant Turner 
egntinued to preside and awaited develop- 
ments. The delegates then began to talk 
it over among themselves. 

‘What is it all about?’

“Why it is just this,”” he said. 
Rucker, who is collector of 
wants to be vice chairman of 
central committee, chairman of 
mitiee to reorganize the state 
committee, and everything else in 
perty.”

He had done nothing but present the re- 
quest @f Mr. Johnson that all leave the 
hall, so that the delegates entitled to 
seats could be given tickets. 

There was never any intention on the 
part of the police to do anything else than 
preserve order, and it seems that the tel- 
ephone message from Captain Moon was 
to talk over this point. Anyhow, it was 
announced that all present should keep 
their seats and preserve order, and they 
would rot be interfered with by the po-

Then came J. H. Deveaux, of Savan- 
nah. collector of that port, and secretary 
of the state central committee—Deveaux, 
the autocrat, though the crowd refused 
to obey his orders.

“YT am not the chairman,’ sail De- 
yeaux. 

“Ee says he is not the chairman,” 
shouted a coal black delegate, who was 
occupying the seat of Hon. Morgan 
Rawls, of Effingham. “Then he has no 
authority.” 

H. Johnson made another appeal 
for peace and order. He declared that 
he and his party or faction knew nothing 
of the ticket of admission scheme until 
12 o'clock, the time for the convention to 
meet. He said no one had authority to 
require tickets of admission and that it 
was only a scheme to defraud him and 
his friends of their rights. He would 
not, he said, have his credentials passed 
on In any such ex parte manner. 

S. H. Martin, a white man of Catoosa 
county, who satd he had attended re- 
publican conventions in Tennessee for 
twenty years, made a few hot remarks 
on the side of the anti-ticket crowd, and 
urged them to stay In the hall. 

Then he started to take a vote on some 
proposition, and said: 

“All in favor—’”’ 

‘You are out of order. Sit down, Mr. 
Martin,” said Deveaux, and he began to 
wear out the gavel. Martin persisted 
for a while, but finally took his seat. 

Seeing the futility of any further ef- 
fort to clear the hall, a conference was 
held between Judson Lyons, of Augus- 
ta, presumably representing the ‘‘cus- 
tom house crowd,‘' which was trying to 
work the ticket plan, and H. lL. Jonnson, 
of the other side. While this confer- 
ence was going On, the delegates had 
their railroad tickets certified and talked 
over the situation. 

For half an hour the monotony was 
unbrokeh, except by S. M. Davis, who 
said he was postmaster in Calhoun. Gor- 
don county, and who came up to the 
reporters’ desk and said: 

“Boys, put in a word about me. 
can’t do no harm an’ 
heap of good. 
Calhoun.” 


An Agreement Reached. 

The conference between Lyons and 
Johnson over, Deveaux called the con- 
vention to order. He demanded order 
for about ten minutes before he got it, 
and insisted that everybody sit down 
or leave the hall, Alll who were not del- 
egates were ordered to the rear of 
the hall or elsewhere. He ordered the 
chairs out of the aisles, but the chairs 
nemained there. Finally orderer was re- 
stored. 

Judson Lyons and H. L. Johnson were 
Seen at the speaker’s stand along with 
Deveaux. There was some Surprise at 
this, but the crowd quietly awaited 
developments. 

Deveaux first announced the fact that 
a conference had been held and an agree- 
ment reach: dd. 

Judson Lyons announced the terms of 
the agreement. 

“For the purpose of preserving peace, 
harmony and decency,”’ he said,‘‘we have 
reached this agreemenf. 

Then he stated it had been agreed that 
H. L. Johnson shoould be temporary 
chairman, that H. P. Farrow, of Porter 
Springs, Hall county, one of the best 
known white republicans in north Geor- 
gia, should 2 permanent chairman, and 
thet a committee on credentials had 
been agreed on. This was al] there was at 
issue, 

Johnson assented to this plan. There 
was no contest now, he said, and he 
requested all who were not delegates to 
leave the hall. 

Deveaux then introduced H. I. 
son as the temporary chairman. 

“Let’s take a vote on it,’’ suggested 
Malone, 

“It’s all settled; 
vote,” said Deveaux. 

“But we ought to vote for the chair- 
man,’’ insisted Malone. 

“I cannot put the vote,” said De- 
veaux, ‘“‘and I hesitate to tell you why.” 

In answer to another demand a vote 
was taken and Johnson was unanimous- 
ly elected. 

W. H. Dempsey, -colored, of Dough- 
erty county, was elected temporary sec- 
retary. 

Then the committee on credentias also 
agreed upon by the Lyons-Johnson con- 
ference was read for the information 
of the delegates, Postmaster E. F. Blod- 
gett was named as the member from 
the fifth congressional district. 

The credentials committee went into 
session in the senate chamber and the 
convention took a ress until 3 o'clock, 
while the conteSting delegations from 
many counties went to present their re- 
spective claims to the committee. 

Bishop Turner and Others. 

The credentials committee was slow in 
reporting after dinner, and a few speech- 
€s were had to pass away the time. 

Bishop H. M. Turner, of the A. M. BE. 
church, was carried to the speaker’s 
stand amid cheers, and made a prohi- 
bition speech. 

“I am not a democrat,”’ he said in the 
course of a ringing speech. “I have been 
a republican, but I do not claim mem- 
bership with that party at the present 
time.’’ 

Bishop Turner declared that he was 
tired of the ‘“butterfly’’ policy of the 
republican party. He did not propose, 
he said, to be shackled by such laws and 
judicial decisions as had been placed on 
the statute books. He asserted the re- 
publicans of today thought only of a 
few offices and did nothing for the good 
of the party or its members. 

“When the party turned its back and 
dumped me, I concluded I'd dump them,” 
Bishop Turner said. “I only claim al- 
legiance now to the prohibition party 
and JI shall spend the remainder of my 
davs in fighting the demon of strong 
drink.’’ 

Bishop Turner said it was time for the 
republican party !n Georgia to ‘‘come 
to taw.”’ He urged it to stir itself up 
to activity and to put up candidates. 
He also spoke on the rights of the negro 
race which he declared had been taken 
away by laws and judicial decisions. 

“The man who-will call the nation to 
halt will be a hero,” he said, but with 
the continuance of present conditions he 
predicted. before many years another 
civil war. ’ | 

“T used to owe allegiance to the re- 
publican party,’’ Bishop Turner safd in 
conclusion, “but with its present milk 
and water policy, I am out of it.” 
Practically every sentence uttered by 
Bishop Turner was applauded. Speeches 
were then limited to three minutes on 
motion of Judson Lyons. 

Ex-Governor Rufus B. Bullock was in- 
vited to a seat on the floor and to make 
a three-minute speech. He simply 
thanked the convention for the honor and 
said he had some brief resolutions which 
he hoped would be considered at the 
proper time. 

Judson Lyons was called, and spoke of 
the prosperity of the country. He threw 
some flowers at ‘“‘that brave soldier and 
great statesman, Theodore Roosevelt,’ 
whose name was loudly cheered. Lyons 
urged every repubNcan to pay his poll 
tax and prepare to vote. 

Rev. Bryan, of Atlanta, urged the re- 
publican party to devote itself to ‘‘prin- 
ciples rather than to pie.” “I am as 
deep a dyed republican as my skin is 
black,” fie declared. The simile was a 
good one; there could be no doubt about 
his republicanism. He urged the nomi- 
nation of republican candidates for 
every office in the state. 

The credentials committee 
about 6:30 o'clock. The report.was made. 
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through Chairman BD. F. Blodgétt and 
Secretary Theo~Basch, of Savannah. 

The committee unseated delegations 
from several counties and in other coun- 
ties gave the contesting delegations half 
a vote each, though of what use it was 
to them was not made apparent.

Chairman Blodgett moved that the re- 
port of the credentials committee be 
adopted. 

‘“‘Unready,”’ shouted G@ C. Simmons, a 
colored delegate from Burke. He ob- 
jected to the unseating of his crowd from 
Burke. Wimberly, of Augusta, spoke in 
Opposition to Simmons, The report of 
the credential committee protest was then 
adopted without further protest. 

Against Disfranchisement. 

Ex-Governor Rufus 38.. Bullock offered 
the following resolution calling on con- 
gress to take action in the case of those 
states which have passed laws, the effect 
of which has been to disfranchise the 
negro: 

“Whereas, many states have amended 
their constitutions for the purpose of dis- 
franchising voters, on account of race, 
color and previous conditions of servi- 
tude, in violation of the fifteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States; and, 

“Whereas, by the terms of that amend- 
ment, congress is instructed and authoriz- 
ed to enforce it, by ‘appropriate legisla- 
tion;'’ Now, therefore, we, the republi- 
cans of Georgia, in state convention as- 
sembled, demand that a Yrepublican con- 
gress enter at once upon the performance 
Of its duty, to the end that the colored 
man’s right of franchise, under the con- 
Stitution of the United States, be, main- 
tained and-enforcea, 

“We further demand that the electoral 
votes of states whose amended constitu- 
tions nullify the fifteenth amendment, be 
not recognized or counted in the election 
for president and vice president.’ 

H. L. Johnson seconded the resolution. 
He said it was due to the action of a 
Georgia legislature and at the suggestion 
of Governor Bullock that the fifteenth 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United States was adopted.

vice, said the president in his instructions 
to the isthmian cana] commission had re- 
ceded from his advanced position on the 
application of the civil service 
principle. No one had ever supposed 
Originally, he said, that the principle 
would be applied to minor places as it 
had been. He wanted the door opened 
to the small places, “as it has now 
been opened by the president to all who 
can live on the isthmus of Panama and 
do work in connection with the canal.”’ 

Mr. Hoar said that the supplying of

“As against the same work if done by 
private enterprise? Mr. Chairman,fT un- 
derstand that your committee ha& heard 
at length from many of the 
country in opposition to this bill, but 1 
ask the attention of thé committee to a 
few points I wish to make as to the effect 
of an eight-hour day for labor on the 
south; as we believe same will be urgea 
4f this bill becomes a law. 

“What we need in the \south is laws 
to make people work and not laws to 
make them idlers. The entire world 
looks to the south for the bulk of its 
cotton. Twelve million bales will be re- 
quired to meet the demand this coming 
year, and the south 1s going to try to 
produce it. The greatest obstacle in the 
way is the lack of labor. The average 
working day the year round with south- 
ern planters is twelve hours and yet 
through the provisions of this bill, which 
is unquestionably the entering wedge for 
others, a subtropical climate is threatened 
with an eight-hour day for laborers. One- 
half of the cotton crop is now grown by 
white labor, and I know of no self-re-

specting owner of a farm in the south 
who himself works but who would fee! 
ashamed if the rising sun did not find 
him between the *plow handles, and if 
he quit work before it sank in ‘the west: 
and yet on an eight-hour basts, the man

“One other phase of this question from 
&@ southern standpoint. Plantation work 
and cotton mill work is largely_ piece 
work. Cotton is vicked by the hundred 
weight and woven and paié for by the 
piece and those who do that work are 
voluntarily anxious to get in as much 
work in one day as pvussible. To iMustrate 
this question of piece work: In a ectten 
mill with which i am familiar there are 
800 looms. These iooms ar of the Jatest 
2utomatic design and one weaver can cp- 
erate twenty as against four of the old 
style. These weavers are paid by the 
piece and are ambitious to work even 
longer than the required day that they 
may earn more. iow does an eight-hour 
day help these weavers? 

“It would prove a pr2mium on laziness 
and a discount on thrift. Is the guvern- 
ment going, to cut off the right of these 
weavers to work as lomg as they desire 
for the support of their wives and chil- 
dren? The far-reaching schemes of these 
irresponsible Jabor lef&ders should, Mr. 
Chairman, receive the closest scruftny of 
your committee. Tet this bill pass and it 
will mean eight hours for all labor: that 
secured, they will want seven. The pam- 
pered plumber of Wash'ngton may want 
an eight-hour day but the hungry cotton 
picker of the south does not. The: former 
measures his work bv the sixtv tn‘nutes: 
the latter by the aundred pounds. 

“In mv opinion 75 per cent of the south 
and west would vote against this meas- 
ure if given an opportunity. If such ex- 
treme legislation is enacted, labor itself 
Will rise in its might and dethrone its 
so-called leadérs. When Georgia wants 
shorter working hours public sentiment 
wil) demand it and her legislature will 
enact a law to meet its requirements. 
Meanwhile the business men manufactur- 
ers and farmers of Georgia appeal ta 
congress to not jeopardize her industriai 
progress with such legislation as the 
bil] before your honorable commiftee. No 
one in the south wants a dwarfed labor 
day. No one in the south even talks 
ahout it, for they know that good wages 
can only come when capital is profitably 
employed. Thev do not want to kill the 
goose that lays the golden egg. Thus 
the cotton manufacturers of Georgia wish 
to go on recerd as unalterably opposed 
to anv national legislation touching the 
hours of lebor in their state. 

“We are not here to make war upon 
jabor unions. We recognize the right 
of labor to under wise 
leadership good can come of the union. 
We de make war. however, and cxpect 
to oppose with all our energies mis- 
chievovs and pernicious class legisiation, 
originating with labor leaders, and aimed 
at the well being of legitimate indus-

“No section of our common. country 
is now progressimg as rapidly as the 
south.

We want 
laws to suit these conditions, and we 
ask our representatives in congress, and. 
w ask this commitee, to see to it that 
the precedent of an eight-hour labor day 
is not brought about through a favora- 
ble report upon this bil] or its enact- 
ment into a law by congress.”’

LABOR PROBLEM 
IN THE SOUTH 


Callaway, of LaGrange, Givés 
Information to House 
Committee. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, March 23.—(Special.)—Pul- 
ler Callaway, of LaGrange, was the prin- 
cipal figure in the hearing before ihe 
house labor committee today. It had been 
expected that the time today would be 
taken up by President Gompers of the 
Federation of Labor, but as he was not 
on hand when the committee got ready 
for business, Mr. Callaway was called on. 
After making a general statement ccn- 
cerning labor conditions in the south, Mr. 
Callaway was questioned by members of 
the committee and proved so entertaining 
that his examination consumed the entire 
hour of the session. He discussed hours 
of labor, the possibilities of tthe employ- 
ment of colored labor in the mills, and 
many’ different phases of the subject In a 
characteristic way that both amused and 
entertained and instructed his question- 
ers, 


Mr. Hopkins, of North Carolina, also 
spoke before the committee. He was ques- 
tioned in regard to child labor in the 
south, and said that the manufacturing 
interests of the south were now recover- 
ing from the labor restrictions caused 
by the slavery system. Slavery was,a 
form of restriction, he said, but the im- 
provement in the south was progressing, 
and would work out satisfactorily w.th- 
out legislation better than with it,

FIGHT FOR DUBLIN OFFICE 


Split in: Laurens County Republican 
Ranks May Cause Postmaster 
Clark Grier To Lose to 
Herman Resse, Whom 
Black Wing Backs.

Dublin, Ga., . March 22.—(Special.)— 
There is a promise of an interesting and 
lively fight for the Dublin postoffice dur- 
ing the next two or three months. 

Postmaster Clark Grier’s term will ex- 
pire in June, and, although he is very 
desirous of getting another lease on the 
position for a second term, he will not 
be allowed to do so without a fight. 

The man who will oppose him is Her- 
man Hesse, of this city. Mr. Hesse isa 
German by birth, and a republican as 
far as national politics Is concerned. He 
lived in Brooklyn, N. Y., several years 
before coming south, about ten years 
ago. He has made a splendid citizen of 
Dublin, and has the respect of a‘l the 
people here. While Mr. Grier has made 
a good postmaster, and will be Indorsed 
for reappointment by a large faction of 
republicans here and elsewhere, Mr. 
Hesse also has the backing of a strong 
element of republicans who, for various 
and conflicting reasons, desire to sce the 
incumbent deposed. 

Probably Hesse would have 
thought of seeking the appointment had 
not the republicans of QWaurens county 
split up into two warring factions two 
weeks ago, one of them being led by 
Grier and the other by a negro named 
John Dasher. It is the latter faction that 
is backing Hesse, and the first show 
down of strength has been favorable to 


this faction. 
Grier Lost at Brunswick. 


At the mass meeting of the county re- 
publicans two sets of delegates were 
selected to go to the congressional con- 
vention at Brunswick. which met last 
Wednesday, and two for the state con- 
vention which meets in Atlanta tomor- 
row. 

At the congressional 
Grier forces lost out, the Dasher dele- 
gates being seated. If the same fate 
overtakes the postmastr’s factinn In Af- 
lanta, the chances of Hesse for the Dub- 
lin postoffice will not be altogether 
gloomy. 

Grier, however, will be hard to defeat. 
He has—the support of Postmaster Ed- 
wards, of Macon; ‘Mr. Akerman and 
other state republicans whose influence 
amounts to a great dea] with the admin- 
istration. The white people of Dublin, 
of course, have no interest in the fight 
except in a superficial way. Either of 
the two republicans will be acceptable 
to them as long as it is out of the ques- 
tion to have a democrat appointed. 

Adams May Pe Delegate. 

It fs very probable that Judge John 
8. Adams, of Dublin, will be one of the 
two delegates to the St. Louis conven- 
tion from the eleventh district. He is a 
candidate for the honor and the eleventh 
district’s delegates to the state conven: 
tion «ill doubtless select him.

Moon; of Tennessee, Fought It, But 
Supporters of the Service Were 
In a Majority — Livingston 
Calls Attention to Conges- 
tion of Mails at Atlanta.

Washingtdén, March 23.—(Special.)—The 
Continuation of the present #pecial fast 
mail service to Atlanta and the southern 


States is insured by the action of the , 


house late this afternoon. 

When the paragraph carrying the ap- 
Propriation of $145,000 was reached in 
the reading of postoffice appropriation 
bill, Mr. Moon, of Lennessee, moved that 
the appropriation be stricken out. Mr. 
Moon has always fought this appropria- 
tion in the postoffice committee, of which 
he is a member, and on the floor of the 
howse, and his motion was expected. Con- 
trary to expectation, however, a vote 
was had without discussion. Usually the 
item is a target for a lot of oratory 
and especially on the part of those who 
Oppose the appropriation on the ground 
that it isa subsidy. On the first showing, 
Which is taken hy viva voce, the Moon 
amendment received 65 votes to 80 In 
the negative. Then there was call for 
tellers, and the members lined up for and 
@gainst the amendment to strike out, 
Mr. Overstreet, chairman of the com- 
mittee, and Bir. Moon acting as the tell- 
érs, who take the count on this vote. 
The opponents of the appropriation made 
@ letter showing. but again the count 
Was against them, by 80 to 88. 


Fast Mail Assured. 

Failure of the Moon amendment means 
the retention of appropriation in the bill, 
@s with the favorable report of the com- 
mittes of the whole there will probably 
be no further contention in the house. 

The senate will also stand for the ap- 
Ppropriation, which makes the tast mail 
eervice a certainty for another year. 

At another point during the considera- 
tion of the appropriation bill Colonel Liv- 
ingston raised the question of an in- 
crease in the number of railway mail 
clerks, and in connection with his argu- 
ment he had read a newspaper account 
of a recent congestion of mails at At- 
lanta due to lack of sufficient clerks in 
the Atlanta daivision to keep up with 
the heavy increase of business. Chatir- 
man Overstreet said the committee had 
endeavored to provide for such exigencies 
by providing a fund for a temporary 
service, and he had no doubt a sufficient 
number of these would be assigned fo 
the southern division to meet the demand. 


Star Routes. | 
When the house adqjovrned some prog- 


ress had been made tIn the reading of the. 
postoffice appropriation bill for amend» 
ment, but only six pages were disposed 


of. The appropriation for the railway 
mail service was carefully scrut:nized, 
and in the case of inland mail transpor- 
tation by star routes the appropriation 
was scaled down from $8,100,000 to 
$7,850,000. 

A debate arose over this proposition. 
Mr. Rixey, of Virginia, declared that no 
effort had been made by the department 
to better the star route service, and in- 
quired why there was so much difference 
in the pay of rural carriers and star 
route carriers. 

“Recause.”’ interjected Mr. Griggs, of 
Georzia, a member of the commiitee, 
“the rural free delivery service has grown 
into a vast political machine.’””’ Star 
route carriers, he asserted, recelve very 
much less pay. P 

Mr. Maddox, of Georgia, . maintained 
that until] the rural service was establish- 
ea and put in operation the department 
made no effort to better the star route 
service at all. But for the rural service, 
he said, the department would be run- 
ning a mule or a Texas pony all over 
the country and, no member of congress 
would admit to a foreigner that that was 
United States mail. 1 

The question 4s to the length of time 
a postal car may be used before it be- 
comes unfit for service was settled by the 
house. when an amendment by Mr. Taw- 
ney, of Minnesota, was adopted, pro- 
viding that no part of the appropriation 
shall be used for the rental of cars which 
have been in service for more than fif- 


teen years. 
) As to Railroad Passes. 


An unsuccessful fight was made against) 
the prdévisions in the bill making appro- 


priations for special mail facilities over 
the trunk lines south from Wasnington 
and west from Kansas City. 

During an argument by Mr. Cowherd 
in favor of thg present rates paid rail- 
roads for carrying mails he was inter- 
rupted by Mr. Baker, of New York, who, 
with some passion, inquired “‘if the gen- 
tleman Maintains that men who have 
railroad passes in their pockets are not 
prejudiced in favor of the railroags® 

Mr. Cowherd replied ,amid applause, 
that he would leave it to the house 
whether he had been so influenced. Mr. 
Baker excitedly declared that there were 
some members who have heen influenced, 
which called f@rth a rebuke from fhe 
shair, who said that Mr. Baker had again 
transgressed the rules of orderly proced- 
pre in the house. 

The house adjourned until tomorrow.

Chinese exclusion treaty, so this conven- 
tion will expire December 27 next unless 
replaced by another treaty at that date. 
Under its terms six mWiths before the 
expiration of a period ef ten years from 
December 27, 1894, if either power be dis- 
:atisfied with the treaty, it is required to 
denounce ft. This is the action which 
China has taken in spite of the strongest 
efforts to the contrary on the part of 
the state department. Had the notice 
not been serwed the treaty would have 
continued in force for another term of 
ten years, from December 27, 1904. The 
department pointed out to the Pekin au- 
thorities through Mr. Conger that it 
was very probable that so far from bet-

ATLANTA WINS — 
FROM SMITHIES 


Coach Heisman’s Men Put 
Up a Stiff 
Game. 


The shrill college yell was very much 
in evidence in the game played yesterday 
afternoon between the Tech and the 
Crackers, which resulted In a victory for 
the Atlanta team by the ecore of 6 to |. 

The effervescence of college spirit man- 
ifested ftself in continued shrieks of é- 
light when a player came to the plate, 
and more shrieks when the umpire called 
a ‘ball’ en the pitcher. 

This enthusiasm was something new to 
the Atlanta players who have been accus- 
timed to the critical remarks of the 


bleachers and the longing glances that 
Were cast at the college rooters seemed 
to indicate that the Crackers would ap- 
preciate like enthusiasm from the regular 
every day bleacher fan. 

Still, all the yelling and cheering failed 
to win the game for the Tech. They 
soon found that they were up against a 
much stiffer proposition than any that 
they will face during this season and 
were consoled by this reflection. 

The Techs put up a swell game at the 
bat and in the fleld, considering the fact 
that they wefe up against a professional 
team, and facing two of the best pitchers 
in the Southern League. McMakin was 
sitting in the press box and was led to 
comment upon™the work that Heisman 
has done with the Tech team. “If there 
is One thing that he ean do,” remarked 
this old college player, “It Is to teach a 
man how to bat. Why, at Clemson he 
gave his men some of the stiffast kind of 
practice and severe penalties for failure 
to see properly. If a man Dit at three 
bad balls he woétild force him to go around 
the half mile trac® three times, and this 
sort of treatment soon produced good bat- 
ers.’’ 

All of which was evident from the way 
in which the local collegians met the ball, 
though often they had their pains for 
their reward, owing to the work of the 
two pfifcherS, Ely and Hardy. With all 
these difficulties, however, the wearers 
of the old gold and white landed on the 
ball safely four times, and their pitchers 
held Atlanta down to eight hits and six 
runs, which was somewhat Detter than 
last year’s score of 18 to 2. 

One of the features of the game was 
the double arm delivery of Pook, the 
first pitcher who essayed to twirl for the 
Tech. He kept both arms busy at the 
same time and by this unfque method 
managed to get double strength and 
speed in the pitching arm. When a man 
reached first it was necessary to cut out 
the twirl, his effectiveness was diminish- 
ed and several hits were taken by the 
Crackers, 

Hollingsworth continued his sensational 
work at shortstop. A swift bal] over 
second base stumped him, however, and 
caused him much grief. The ball was 
coming along at a rate of speed rather 
discouraging to a fielder when Holly first 
got his eye on it. He transferred himself 
quickly to the crucial spot and speared 
it with one hand, turning a somersault, 
landee on his foot ready for the throw, 
The man was safe on first and a hit 
recorded. 

The work of Heisman’s three pitchers 
was excellent. In the first inning Poole 
had the batters at his mercy, but the 
deluge began *h the second and trouble 
rained on the head of the ambitious 
twirler. Two two-baggers by Luskey 
and Cargo started the fireworks, excit- 
ing the collegian and inducing him to 
smash Ely on the hand and Hayes on the 
back. Outside of this his work was 
good. Day and Butler showed up in good 
shape and caused the Atlantans al] kind 
of trouble,

It is said that all players fear a left- 
hander with the one éxception of the 
renowned Keeler, to whom all pitchers 
look the same. This was equally true 
with the collegians and the appearance 
of Mr. Hardy on the scene of disturb- 
ance caused nervous chills to run down 
their backs. The soft cadence of the 
umpire’s voice calling strikes was music 
to the cars of this left-hander, and qjust 
to continue this dream he kept sending 
the balls over. In the last five innings 
he met nine Tech ships and sent three 

traight balls into each one of them, rid- 
diing the batters and making a record 
in the strike out line in so far as the 
local situation is concerned, 

The work of the Tech team wag first- 
class throughout. Accustomed to hand- 
ling hot things in the line of buckets of 
melted iron and others of a like nature, 
the Smithies raked in the hot shot hand- 
ed out by Hollingsworth, Krug, Hayes 
and others of the local crew with pertect 
ease and nonchalance, 

At the end of the game Coach Heis- 
man passed by with the mascot of the 
team a little dog, eyeless to the human 
eye at least, dhd remarked that this was 
but a curtain raiser to what would be 
done in the future.

WHY PITCHERS 
MAKE FEW HITS 


League 


Several Southern 


Pitchers Were High Up 
in Batting. 


- «2 
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Why is a pitcher, as a general rule, 
@ poor batter? This question has been 
asked time and again by enthusiastic 
fans who have’ seen their favorite 
twirlers come to the bat and with sev- 
eral men on bases and two out com- 
Plete the number of outs. 

Still, all pitchers are not poor bat- 
ters, and several times, at least, in the 
history of the game, pitchers have been 
the leading batters of the league in 
which they worked. Last year Crabill 
headed the Southern League with a 
batting average of .444 In fifteen games. 
Hill, of Nashville, came Bbext among 
the pitchers, being third in the batting 
list, playing in twenty games and hav- 
ing an average of .400, Sixth on the 
list came Red Fisher, of Shreveport, 
who played in 51 games and managed to 
secure an average of .368 for his sea- 
son’s work. Still these are the only 
three pitchers who ranked over .300, 
Killen, of Atlanta, coming next with a 
stick average of .290. 

These men were, however, exceptions 
to the rule. As a general thing a 
pitcher thinks that he has doné his part 
when he has finished pitching and of- 
ten does not seriously try to make a 
hit when he comes to the bat. 

In the days long ago, when pitchers 
played nearly every day, it. was far dif- 
ferent. Then the pitcher stood high up 
on the batting list, and, as a rule, 
was as much depended on for a hit 
as any ether player. 

The change is probably due largely to 
the fact that pitchers lose their bat- 
ting eye in these days, owing to the long 
intervals between the games in which 
they take part. A twirler rarely plays 
in more than forty games in the season. 
and does not have sufficient time to 
study the opposing pitchers and learn 
what kinds of ball they have at their 
command. 

Besides this, he is workimg harder in 
the field than any other man on the 
team. He may throw twenty balls oer 
more in one inning, while the short- 
stop or second baseman gets hut one 
chance, and is, therefore, better able to 
face the pitcher when his side goes to 
the bat. 

*T make a distinction between a pitch- 
er and a player,’’ said Clark Griffith, 
recently, “for, generally, a pitcher is 
not a player.’’ 

On the Atlanta team ,McCay is, ac- 
cording to Griffith, more of a player than 
a pitcher. ‘“‘He seéms to Know how to 
play the game,”’ he said, in speaking 
of his work. ‘‘Why, the other day, 
when he was at bat he seemed to be 
looking around for the best place to put 
the ball. Only a player does that.”

Among 
the new men who are promising well 
may be mentioned Sawrie, pitcher and 
infielder; Sparkman, pitcher and infield- 
er: Scarborough, pitcher and outfielder; 
Palmer, outfield; Wiggins, outfield; Mur- 
ray, pitcher; E. Kirby-Smith and Shaffer, 
infielders, and others. Sewanee promises 
to be fairly strong in the line of pitchers, 
with Sparkman, Sawrie, Scarborough, 
Murray, Winter and Huger.

jt seems reasonable. 

Just when the. season was closing last 
year Phyle came into prominence. This 
prominence was not the result of his 
skill in baseball, but sather of his flugncy 
of speech at the wrong time, and on 
the wrong subject. He stated that there 
had been thrown games in the Southern 
League: that Memphie had been aided in 
her attempt to win the pennant, and that 
Atlanta was the team which had pur- 
posely cinched her hold on first place.

John Coleman, a negro, charged with 
attempted criminal assault, wa@ brought 
to Atlanta yesterday and placed in the 
Tower for safe keeping. He was eent to 
the’ city yesterday morning by Judge 
Henry, of Rome, in order to save him 
from being lynched. The attempted as- 
sault is said to have been committed 
at Six Mile Station, a smal! town in 
Floyd, which was thrown into a fever 
of excitement about |! o'clock yesterday 
morning by a mob which was about to 
lynch Coleman. He was charged with 
criminal assault on Mrs. John Moore, 
wife of a prominent farmer. 

The assault is said to have taken place 
at her home Tuesday ‘night. Mrs. Moore 
was alone at the time the negro appeared. 
She fired three times at the negro, but 
none of the shots took efféct. 

A mob was quickly made up and went 
in pursult of the negro. He was captured 
And was about to be summarily dealt 
with when some one appeared on the 
Scene and stated there was some doubt 
of his being the right party. Coleman 
was taken to Rome and placed in jal 
by a committee appointed by the mob 
for the purpose.

Prominent Macon Merchant 
Found: Lifeless, 


Suicide Suspected at First, But Ver- 
dict of Coroner’s Jury Was Ac- 
cidental Death. No One 
Baw Etheridge Take 
Pistol From Desk.

Constitution Buréau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., March  23.—(Special.)—F. 
Cater Etheridge, one of the best known 
and most successful business men of the 
city, came to his death today on the sec- 
ond floor of the building in which his 
store is located. 

A bullet in the back of the head imme- 
diately behind the right ear was the 
cause of death. 

When the body. was found, about 2:30 
o’clock this afternoon, it was generally 
believed that Etheridge had committed 
suicide, but within an hour the self-mutr- 
der was denied, and tonight when the 
coroner’s jury had completed its worth 
Etheridge’s death was charged to acci- 
dent. 

Etheridge was a member of the firm 
of Baker & Etheridge, one of the largest 
and most successful hardware houses of 
the city, a house which has been in oper- 
ation for over twenty years. He was a 
man of about forty-six or seven years 
and was widely known and generally 
liked throughout the city. He was a 
quiet and successful business man and 
was one of the last persons in the world 
those who know him would have Select- 
ed for suicide.

rally in wheat late today. Declines occa- 
sioned by general selling on favorable 
weather were not entirely overcome, how- 
ever, the July delivery closing at a net 
loss of %@t%c.

Brilliant weather caused during the 
greater part of the day a general disposi- 
tion to sell. The weakness was empnNa- 
sized by lower Liverpool! cables, although 
the weakness abroad was due largely:to 
‘YDearish American advices. July opened 
Y@ec to %@5ec lower at 85%@85%c and 
May was %@%c lower at 914@91434,c. Com- 
mission houses ‘and pit traders were alike 
eager sellers. Buyers were hard to find. 
The execution of a number of stop loss 
orders was a fresh element of weaknss, 
another being a decline in Coarse grains.

Late in the 
day, under the influence of active buying 
by commission houses and shorts, the 
market changed from weakness to 
strength.
